2. On Fr. 86, Mr. Ellis thinks ml *Td'!Tpd(7iKTa tautologous. I would reply that 
the distinction between ' the untrodden ' and ' the unattainable ' is sufficient for 
a poetical climax, and that although such pleonastic antitheses as Trpdg ts 
TufiaTa Kal irpoq Iiejirj7[.a certainly occur, it would be strange to find the feeble 
and superfluous koI npb; Iiejirj7[.a at the beginning of an iambic line. 

3. On Fr. 221, in advancing his own learned suggestion, Mr. Ellis passes 
over my conjectural emendation of 1. 3, dTtprifi! avlag ySv noipjalq r' aarj^, perhaps 
as too ' bold.' 

I will only add that many of Mr. Ellis's remarks are well worthy of mature 
consideration, and I have no intention of dismissing them in these few hasty 
lines.
